JOHN BUFORD. 


WE give here an excellent likenees of 
tbat ideal cavalry cficer, John Buford, 
to whose memory it is proposed to erect 
& Monument on the field of Gettysburg, 
where the originality and daring of cur 
young cavalry leaders illustrated the 
value of the cavalry arm in almost 
every phase. It wasthe happiness of 
Buford to die during the height of bis 
great fame, and he will ever remain the 
type of the American cavalrymar; the 
inspiration and the hope of the young 
men now inour Army, and yet to come, 
who would with like opportunity win 
corresponding fame. 

It bas been truthfully said of Gen. 
Buford thst “he had po superior as a 
cavalry officer in the Army of tte Po- 
towac—perhaps not In the world—at 
the time of his death.”. ‘He was mod- 
est yet .brave; rétiring yet efficient; 
quiet but vigilant; unostentatious but 
prompt and persevering; careful of the 
lives of his men) withan almost paren- 
tal solicitudé, yet never shrinking from 
action, > ved frdaght* with “peril, 
when the time and place for action had 
come. His skill and courage were put 
to stern end decisive tests on many 
hard-fought. fields, and they were al- 
ways equal to every emergency.” 

In the ciroular asking subscriptions 
for the Buford monument at Gettysburg weare told 
that “the important service rendered to the country 
by Gen. Buford at Gettysburg, July 1at, 1863, has 
not received the recognition :t deserves. At 8 
critical moment, he with two small brigades of 
cavalry, having seized a position of inestimable 
value, held in check for several hours a corps 
d@armee ubtil the coveted ground could be oecupied 
by the main body of the Union Army. While the 
famous battlefield is covered with many beautiful 
and imposing monuments to departed heroes, there 
is no stone to mark the place of Buford’s great 
achievement, creditable alike to him and to the 
arm of service of which he was so fine a type.”’ 

It was the guns of Buford’s command that opened 
the battle of Gettysburg, and the guns of Tidball’s 
battery, whicb, under the direetion of Calef, fired 
the first shot, have been obtained from the War

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ENGLISH ENGINES IN OUR NAVY VESSELS 


In the discussion on the machinery of U. S. Naval 
Ships, vol. 1, page 41, International Engineering 
Congrese, published by Wiley and Sons, we find the 
following interesting statemen!: 


Mr. A. M. Mattice, Jate engineer officer U.8.Navy: 
Mr. Dickie (Meneger Union Iron Works, San Fran- 
cieco,) bas given us ap interesting bit of. unwritten 
history 1n conr ection with the Charleston's air- pump 
* * *and 1 would like to give more history re- 
garding the machinery of the same vessel. When the 
Charleston's plans were bougbt, the Secretary of 
the Navy had a deal of advice from parties outside 
of the Engirerr Corps; a pumber of officers of the 
line of the Navy bad managed to make him believe 
that they “knew it all’ in the matter of marine 
engineering. * * * They were rabid Anglo- 
maniacs and nothing would do but English ships aud 
Englieh machinery. and through tbeir influence the 
plans for the Charleston were bougbt in Eagland, 
not through an engineer who vould have discrimi- 
rated but through a lieutenant commander. * * * 
Many people think the Charicston was built from 
those plans. Nobody can te)l you better than Mr. 
Dickie that the machinery plans baa to be greatiy 
changed before the ship was completed. { was in 
the Navy atthe time, and the Engineer-in-Chief, 
Loring, gave methe task of writing the specifica- 
tions for the machinery and getting the plana in shape 
for the builders. The plans, although many sheets 
and of yery imposing appearanee to the unizitiated, 
were ip fact @ sorry lot of drawiugs. The plans 
Were supposed to be those of the Naniwa-Kan, but 
I noticed the general plans to be those of the Etna, 
while the detaile were from the Naniwa Kan, ana 
the Giovanni Bauscn, and some parts that wouldn’t 
fit ip, whicb | thougbt belonged to the Esmeralda; 
in fact the parties from whom the drawings were 
purcbased were pot the designers of the machinery 
* * *, but astbey bad tracings of various ships, a 
good chance was found to dispose of them. Well, [ 
made a list of the outs and misfits in the plans and 
the Engineer-in- Chief took it to the Secretary witb 
the intention of trying to get the errors made good 
by those who bad furnished them, but the Secretary 
thought the Hogineer-in-Chief was burt by the way 
tne drawing- bad been secured and was showing ill 
feeling in ciilicism, so he ordered the machinery to 
be built exactiy according to the plans. The Ea- 
gineer-in- Chief was therefore compelled to unload 
the defective drawings, on the unsuspecting con- 
tractor. One of ihe worst “buile’”’ was the air-pump 
referred to by Mr, Dickie. * * * The Union Iron 
Works got out of the difficulty at considerable ex- 
pense, still it refused to work properly, had to be 
taken out and a pump of new design put in at a cost 
to Uncle Sam for necessary changes of nearly 350,000. 
It is popularly suppused that the Baltimore's 
machinery was built trom plans bought in Eogiand, 
but if they had been strictly foliowed the ship 
would not have been the success she was. Tae plans 
were Dot such an hotchpotch as were those of the 
Charleston, but they were bad enougb, and when in 
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the bands of the Messrs. Cramps, they had to make 
mapy changes. * * * Theplans that were bought 
for the Baltimore's machinery were a set of pre- 
liminary. drawives made to enter a competition for 
a veesel for the Spanish Navy, and as the designers 
were unsuccesstu! in this, they were only too glad 
to sell them fora bie price to the first greenhorn 
who came along. Many of you know bow a set of 
plans are cooked up just to make a bid op; they 
simply show in & general way what the design ie, 
if — get the contract, then you go to work care- 
fully and getoutaset of working drawings. * * * 
Once ovly while in the Navy I disobeyed orders, It 
was iv connection with the Baltimore's plats, the 
Engineer-in-Chief went off on a vacation and left 
Mr. Kafer and myself to write up the specitication 
with instructions that nothing was to be changed, 
as ordered by the Secretary. * * * In going over 
the drawings I ran against a snag in shape ofa water 
ram in the main steam pipe. * * * The chances 
were atbousand to one that the firat time tbe throttle 
valve was opened suddenly this water ram would 
burst the pipe and kill the whole fire room force. 
Well I worked out anew eteam pipe plan and in 
order to get it in all sorts of changes had to bemade, 


Mr. Diekice.—I agree with Mr. Mattice in hiscom- 
ments on the plans of the Charleston, and [may also 
state that Professor Hollis. of Harvard University, 
then an engineer officer of the Navy and [ sat up 
several nights with the valve gear which was com- 
pDietly re-designed for the main engines of that svip. 
* * * In this connection [ may state that the de- 
sign of the bull of the Charleston was carried out 
practically as shown on the designs from Sir Wm, 
Armatropg.

ANs —They are subject 
to the orders of the President of the U. 8. 


W. O. F. asks: What regiment of infantry was 
orgavized at Camp Morton, Ind.. from the prisoners of war 
beld at that place in March, 18657 Who were the officers, 
from colonel to 2d lieutenant ? Ans.—Tbhe War Department 
cannot furnish this informatipn. Perhaps some of our 
readers may be able to do so. 


Ohio asks: Is it proper for the commanding offi- 
cer of a regiment to designate in orders, is connection with 
a review, that there will be a ‘‘dress parade?” Ans.—Un- 
der the present Drill Regulations the term “dress parace”’ 
is abolished, and the ceremony designated as sach in Up- 
ton’s Tactics is now entitied * parade.” 


A BC D asks: Can any one in civil life who 
passes the pbysical examinations, etc., enter the Marine 
Corps? Cara private in the Marine Corps become a com- 
missioned officer in said corps? Wbatave does one have to be 
in order to enter that corps? ANS.—Yes, as a private, but 
he cannot become a commissionesu officer in corps. These 
are appointed from Naval Academy graduates. 21 to 35. 


P. O. D asks: In view of Sec. 3, Act approved 
July 27, 92 (see G. O. 57, A. G.O., 1892), and par. 23, Guard 
Maoual, can a medical officer be placed on the roster for 
officer of the day duty at a post by a post commander with- 
out special authority trom the Secretary of War? ANs.— 
Medical officers are not eligible for duty as officers uot the 
day, veither under the law you refer to nor under the para- 
grapb of the Guard Manual. The “duties” referred to in 
the law are toose connected with the medical vorofession, 
and par. 23, Guard Manual, refers to line officers doing 
duty in staff departments (Quartermaster and Subsistence) 
at military posts. 


©. H. asks: Can Army chaplains be appointed 
from the ranks and what branches of study are they exam- 
ined in? Are they selected from avy particular church? 
ANS.—Anby man in croutof the Army, who can furnish 
evidence that he isa regularly ordained minister of some 
religious denomination, testimonials of his good standing 
as such minister, and recommendation for appointment 
from some autborized ecclesiastical body, is eligible to ap- 
pointment as Army chaplain. Selections are not confined to 
any particular denomination and applicants are not sub- 
j-cted to any special examination. 


F. K. W.—As matters stand, your enlistment 
under an assumed name (concealing your previous dis- 
charge for disability from another regiment io which you 
served under your rigbt name) was fraudulent, and vitiates 
your subsequent service. But in view of the fact that your 
nearly ten years’ service under the assumed name has been 
faithful in every respect and that you are now a non com 
wissioned officer, a full representation of the facts to the 
Adjutant-General of the Army, by your compauy com- 
mander through the military channels, with tavorable re- 
commendations, would doubtiess resuit favorably and per- 
mit of your re-enlisting when your present term is up, ua- 
der your right name. 

X. Y. Z. asks whether, in battalion review, the 
reviewing cflicer salutes the major by uncovering or with 
the band only, in returning the salute of the m»jor when 
arms are presented, ANs —The Drill Regulations are silent 
asto bowa reviewing officer acknowledges the salute ot 
the major after the battalion has presented arms. Some re- 
viewing officers salute with the hand and others by uncov- 
ering, and the latter, we think, is tbe best way, because the 
colors parading with the battalion take part by salutiog at 
present arms, and an acknowledgment by uncovering is, 
we think, the only proper one. 

Co. E. 21 Inf., writes: I hold the National 
Guard cannot be taken outside of a State unless thev are 
first sworn into the service of the U.8.; am I right? ANns.— 
If you question the authority of the President to order out 
the Nationa! Guard of any State for active service you are 
wrong, #8 the President bas full power to do this when- 
ever occasion, in bis judgment, demandsit. Whenever the 
National Guard has offered its services to the U.S. and has 
been accepted, it bas been customary toswear them into 
the U. 8. Service after leaving their respective States. The 
officers and men are being duly enlisted and enrolled in the 
State service before leaving under orders from the Goy- 
ernor. 

M. W. asks (1) where he can obtain some facts in 
cornection witb the case of Capt. Whitebead, U.S. N. Ans. 
—W rite Gerard Irvine Whitehead, 206 Broadway. 

2. How be can get a cadetshbip in the Revenue Cutter Ser- 
vice. ANs.—If you write tothe Office of the Secretary of 
the U. 8. T'reasury Department, Washington, D. C., you can 
get a circular giving full particulars. Toe examinations are 
in mathematics, algebra, geometry, trigonometry, physics, 
chemistry, grammar, history, spelling, geography, litera- 
ture, languages and general information.

Navy from its commencement ia 1775 to 1853—a 
brief history of each vessel’s service and fate is given, and 
also a list of private armed vessels fitted out under the 
American flig. It was published by Gideon and Co., Wash- 
ington, D.C. The novelist Fennimore Cooper wrote a Na- 
vai History of the United States, but it is now out of print, 
anid was always incomplete and inexact. Theodore Koose- 
velt bas pubiisbed a history of “Ibe Naval War of 1812,” 
with an account of the battle of New Orleans appenaed, 
and Scribner's series of War Histories contain three vol- 
umes on the Navy inthe Civil War, viz.: “Ine Biockade 
and the Cruisers,’ by Jumes Russel Soley; “The Atiantic 
Coats,” by Daniel Ammen, and ‘Tne Guif and Isiand 
Waters,” by A. T. Maban. Admiral Porte wrote a History 
of Our Navy in the Civil War, and in the Lives of Farragut 
Ericsson and others will be found muco Naval History, but 
a complete and accurate history of the American Navy re- 
mains to be written.

Secretary Wells In bis 
report of 1866 says both the Miantonomoh and Monadnock ia 
their voyages disposed ina great degree of the misrepre- 
sentations and prejudices which had been created against 
their seaworthiness, and proved their ability to perform 
long voyag~s. Rear Admiral Go'dsborough, in a despatch 
dated Nov. 7, 1866. says of the Miantonomoh, which crossed 
the Atlantic ang joined his squadron: * The pilot who went 
from Cherboug to Brest with the vessels, a man of largeex - 
perience, told me that he bai never in his life seen a vessel 
behave better than the Miantonomoh, and for his part, 80 
far as safety was concernec, be would be willing to go 
around the world in ber. Vice Admiral Popoff, of the Rus- 
sian Navy, who took passage in the Miantonomoh from 
Hamburg to Cherbourg, aiso told me be was particularly 
struck with her good sea qualities in the midst of a heavy 
blow and sea encountered just after leaving the Elbe, and 
that if he was in my place ne would prefer being on her to 
the Colorado.”” The present Miantonomoh is the original 
vessel Of that Dame reconstructed throughout, and littie, if 
anything, of the original vesse: remains, Even the anti- 
quated monitor Nantucket, in proceeding to Norfolk from 
New York last fal!, surprised the uninformed and skeptical 
by sately weathering one of the severest storms ever expe- 
rienced off the coast of Hatteras, Lieut. H. H. Hosley was 
in charge and spoke bigbly of the sea qualities of the eld 
vessel, which served in the rebellion. The present Mian- 
tonomoh, representing «11 improvements in vessels o: the 
wonitor class, is undoubtecly capable of steaming to uny 
part of the world with perfect safety.

Quaker origin. 


THE absence of Secretary Lamont from Washing- 
ton this week, on account of the death of bis father 
in New York State. prevented further College details 
of Army officers. Of the seven schools selected where 
officers will be assigned, the Secretary has decided 
upon the names of all officers in each case with the 
exception of one. He will promptly announce the 
details upon his return to the city. The work of 
making the assignment of the twenty-five officers 
authorized under the act of last autumn, in addi- 
tion to a number of vacancies created by the de- 
tachment of several on the retired list, bas entailed 
much work upon some officers of the department 
From almost every school in the country, which 
made any pretence of military instruction, came re- 
quests for the assignment of an officer. To decide 
what institutions were rightly entitled to one, and 
bow many should be given each State, without dis- 
crimination, was the problem confronting the au- 
horities. In practically all cases officers have been 
-elected for certain schools who have made appli- 
cation. Some difficulty was found, however, in se- 
curing officers who were willing for someof the de- 
tails. Particularly was this true where the institu- 
tions were situated in some of the Southern and 
Western States. In the Fastern States and those 
bordering the sea, the pumber of officers applying 
for the detaila far exceeded the vacancies. Tois is 
one of the reasons for the delay in announcing the 
assignments to the schools in New York.

GENERAL COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


In the case of a private soldier recently tried at Ft. Walla 
Walla for fraudulent enlistment, the reviewing authority, 
Gen. E. 8. Otis,says: **The evidence shows that the only 
fact concealed by the prisoner from the recruiting officer 
when procuring his enlistment, which could in any way 
constitute a baf to enlistment, was the fact that be was a 
married man. It also shows that he reported bimseelf to bis 
c mpany commander as baving fraudulently procure his 
enlistment as soon as be clearly understood the nature of 
his offence. It appears in communications appended to the 
record that he has been an excellent scidier since he joined 
the company of which be is a member, and it is also infer- 
entially shown in evidence that the acsusad, although mar- 
ried, was estranged from his wife at the time of enlistment. 
So much of the sentence as relates to confinement at hard 
labor is remitted.” (G.C. M. O., D. Columbia, 1894.) 


In a case recently tried at Fort Sam Houston, the review- 
ing authority, Gen. Frank Wheaton, says: * The record 
shows that at the beginning of the second day’s session a 
motion was made t» adj »urnio order tnat some of the mem- 
bers might attend the pay table with their companies. This 
motion was lost, where. pon one member. with- 
drew to witness the pasment of his company 
and was thereafter absent from the trial. This mem- 
ber wrote a lerter to the president wf the court ex- 
plaining bis absence as above an’ adding that he was the 
only officer present with his company. Another member 
was wholly absent from the triaiand the record merely 
stated that the cause of his absence was unknown, Being 
called upon by tbe reviewing autbority for an explanarion, 
this member replied, as follows: ‘ln order to dia*harge an 
accumulation of business connected witb the office of Act- 
ing Signal Officer at this post I took the liberty of absent- 
ing myself trom the session of the curt called for Jan. 3, 
believing that my absence col? not interfere with the pro 
ceedings of the court, there being thirteen members pres- 
ent at the post. Onthe 4th, and subsequent dates men- 
tioned, I was sick in quarters.’ The reviewing authority is 
emphatically of the opinion that the occasion furnishes no 
fi ting justification for these absences which were clearly 
witbcut authority. Tbe order convening the Court martial 
is a specific order to each officer named therein to attend at 
the place designated and at a certain time or at some other 
practicable time; that is, at some other time to be deter- 
mined by a mejority of .tbhe court. When tne court has so 
decided its decision is binding un0n eaco member and noth- 
iog short of an order from the convening or higher author- 
ity, or some overruling necexsity, can excuse members 
from attendance. Were it otherwise, proper trials c »uld 
only be had by unanimous consent and a court of five offi- 
cers, for instance, would siways be ut the mercy of any 
single member who saw fit to absent bimeeif in the dis- 
charge of some minor duty.” (G. C. M, 0.2, D. Texas, 1894. 


lo the case of a scliier tried at Fort Du Cuesne for as- 
siulting anotber soldier and sbootiog at him twice with a 
revol:er, the reviewing suthoritv, Gen. McCook, avproves 
the sentence to dishonorable discharwe and confinement in 
a penitentiary for two years, and s'ys: “The uvauthorized 
or criminal use of deadly weapons by soldiers is an evil that 
strikes at the very root of discicline, and tends to render 
toe professiun of arms a menace instead of a protection to 
society.” 


In the case of a soldier tried at Fort Apache for desertion, 
stealing a horse, etc., and awarded a miid sentence, the re- 
viewiog auth rity, Gen. McCook, says: “It appears that 
the accused has veen in service several months, but has 
never beard the Articles of War published, This is a ne- 
wiect for whch the trocp commander is directly respon- 
sible, The court seems to bave given undue weignt to the 
uosworn statement of the accused ; but the fact that be had 
tor some time iotelligentiy perforwed the duties of com- 
pary cierk, aod bis adroitness and acdress in presenting his 
defence, are entirely inconsistent with the theory of biun- 





dering ignorance or of a venial absence without leave 
whieh the court has been induced to aceept.”’

THE ABUSE OF COL. R. E. CROFTON LOCATED. 


PERHAPS "0 other officer of the Army bas ever 
been subj-cted to 80 much bostile criticism, unj rat 
and uncalled for, as Co). Robert EB. Crofton, 15th 
{nf., commanding Fort Sheridan, [il. The Chicago 
papers, with but one or two exceptions, have been 
constant in this ocriticiam, charging this distin- 
guished officer with a lack of ability to enforce dis- 
cipline among bis troops. Against no other officer 
at present in the Service could such a charee be 
made with so little foundation. It is this officer's 
reputation that he is a strict disciplinarian, and, 
while exacting in the demands of duty, always just 
and considerate to his subordinates, Throughout 
all this period of misrepresentation Col. Crefton 
has remained silent, but bis soldiers, stung with the 
false statements made about their commander, have 
at last come to his defence, as several communica- 
tions in papers above excepted show. 

In looking back over the period during which the 
15°h Inf., has been stationed at Fort Sheridan, ic 
dawner upon the observer that manv of the enlisted 
men of that Post are largely responsible for all thie 
criticism. Perhaps not the real soldier, not the 
«oldier who was in the Army prior to the time that 
Proctor entered the War D-partment, but the class 
of soldiers that ure the direct harvest. of the crop of 
irsybordination sown by the Republican Secretary 
of War and now Senstor, Ic is tnis class .bat bas 
filled the ear of the Chicago reporter witb every 
thing considered a grievanoe about which the 
general public cared nothing. [+r is through this 
practice that the method of governing a military 
Post from the sanctum of a Chicsgo0 newspaper took 
root and hae continued until really, if no disvipline 
exists at Fort Sheridan, the complaining Chicago 
paners ae responsible for it. 

The course of the Chicago papers has been sucb 
as to make Fort Sheridan a very disagreeable sta- 
tion for the Army. If commanding officers are to 
be subjected to a constant abuse when they en- 
deavor to carry out the rules and regulations laid 
down for a proper administration of the affaire, 
they certainly do not care to be located at Fort 
Sheridan. I[f the Chicago papers are going to take 
up tbe grievance of every loafer that happens to 
zetinto the ranks,unfortunately for the Service, in- 
stead of giving some credit to an officer of experience 
and high standing the sooner the post of Fort 
Sheridan is rased to the surface the better. 








ONE CAUSE OF DESERTIONS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


In the last report of the Inspector-General to the 
Major-General Commanding several pages are de- 
voted to the subject of desertion, and so far as sta- 
tistics are concerned they confirm the fact, very well 
known, that more than baif of the desertions occur 
in the cases of men less than a yearin the service. 
Were the details carried further it would be shown 
that a very large part of the more than half de- 
serted a considerable time before the expiration of 
the first year. 

For this early desercion there is a great cause, ob- 
soure though it be, and itis this: Failure on the 
part of the Government to k-ep pecuniary faith 
with the new soldier. Bacause of the obscurity of 
the subj-ct it would be interesting to know to how 
many iwepectors it bas occurred to ask this question 
of themen: “Is the clothing allowance of recruits 
up to date of first settlement sufficient? has it any 
bearing on desertions occurring between five and 
eight months of service?” 

One officer states ‘** * men bave no real cause for 
desertion now." “ They are provided with good * * 
clothing.” * * Another save, “ Asto desertions, no 
j *t cause seems to exist * * they are well clothed,” 
* * Tnis quoted mutter about sums up refsrence to 
the clothing subjact in the report alluded to. Tne 
clothing (at least as to all articies of cloth) is very 
good, and the men are well clothed. Tne point, how- 
ever, is not as to quantity or quality, but, Des the 
Goverument keep its promise, as held out in recruit- 
ing circulars, to clothe the recruit and pay him 
$8 871; per month cash ? 

About twenty years ago the soldiér received no 
pay until bis earnings and clothing allowance offset 
bis clothing issues. Then the paymaster’s visits were 
bi-montbly;and the recruit received no pay for four 
months; in a good percentage of cases not for six. 
The case might be specified of four organizations 
which served together at that time the losses of 
which, by desertion, averaged about 75 per cent. io 
one year. Since then the clothing question has been 
improved, but it is not yet where it should be, and 
the fact (an importact one in this connection) that 
pay has been reduced from $15.87 to $8.87 (cash) does 
not receive the consideration that its importance 
merits. 

A recruit enlists, say,in April, and, as scon as 
poesible bas, if in a foot battery. necessary uniform 
clothing to the value of about $61. Before the ex- 
piration of six months be draws, to carry him on, 
additional articles to the value of about $8. Total 
for six months about $69. Among the necessary 
articles drawn are one white belmet and one pair 
leggios (the U. S. gives no money allowance for 
these two artioler) and two blouses, the U. S. allow- 
ing but one blouse for the entire year. He drawa, 
also, two blankets, although there is allowance for 
but one (:llowance for second ip third yea:)) The 
money sliowance for the first six months ts $58 40, 
the difference between that aod the $69 vewsg 
s'opped against the soldier's pavat the tirst pay 
day after six months’ service. Thus the soldier is 
punished for oo offense. 

In toe northern part of the country in winter, 
white cotton glovesdo not keep tbe hands wars, 
the leather shoe does not keep the feet dry and 
warm and the forage car isa poor headgear for 
winter's storme, Consequently, the recruit draws 
in first six months (if ealisted in winter or mid 
summe!) besides as stated, one fur cap, one pair fur 
giuves sud one pair arciic oversboes. The U. 8. 
makes no money allowance for these and, there- 
fore, the charge acxirat the man enlisted as Jast 
stated becomes #10 60+ 84 37=811 97.

An examination of the muster rolis of the Army

The old soldiers have fatter clothing balances 
than ever, as, owing to present large losses of men, 
they can buy clotbing at a fraction of U.S. prices. 
Fat clothing balances for the old men, however, is 
no balm for the clothing sore with which the re- 
cruit issffl oted. 

in the matter of recruit clothing allowanoe in the 
cases of men enlisted during 1892-93, and serving 
six months or more, the following is tbe showing 
for the bartery with which the writer is serviog: 
Number of such men, 33; 29 indebted to the 0 8, at 
the end of six months and pay stopped, $344: 4 men 
bed credits, $l 

Toe clotbiog roll shows in the cases of the four 
men with credits that they did not draw from the 
U. 8. during the «1x months the following necessary 
articles of uniform: Two belmete, three uniform 
coats, three overcoats. Had thev so drawn, their 
credit of $275 per man would have become a debit 
of about $12 per man. 

In the o+ses of the 29 men, they drew no pay for 
two montbe, and when they did they received about 
$475 to cover their expenses for the preceding two 
woutbs aod the one to follow—leas than $2 per 
month for three monthe! Ls the recruit a veing 
deed to aeree of wrone ? 

Of tne 1 680 desertions during the vear ending last 
June, probably 60 per cent, about 1.000, lefc ia their 
first year. A part decamped when tue coming stop- 
page stared them in che face, and a good part while 
still smarting uoder the deprivation of a month and 
a haif of pay.

Nat increase of five years’ allowance, 
from $8 to $13, depending on climate. 

Althvugb toe increase shown would enlarge the 

money figures in the olothing order, it is believed 
that Army expenses would not be increased, but the 
coutrary. There would be a saving both as to 
money and men, as it is a fact beyond dispute that 
many young soldiers desert because of money em- 
barrassments, A recruit’s cash pay is hardly a mu- 
pificent sum at best—the washerwoman ard tailor 
get about $2 of it. Supplement tnis by the fact 
that during three months (6"h to 9th) the Q. M. DO. 
bas so arranged matters that the recruit, if paying 
his laundress and tailor, has nothing left, and much 
of the story is told. 
Connected with the foregoing subject it may be 
said that while the Quartermaster's Department is 
unjust to the r-cruit, as shown, it is liberal to the 
Army as a body to the extent of wastefulness in 
one article now under the head of clothing, viz., the 
blanket. 

The blanket is a very good one and should last at 
least five vears—they have been used ten. There 
are now 50 000 blankets in barracks and they snould 
serve the Army at least five years as stated. Some 
7,000 men are now enlisted anoually, each drawing 
two blankets as his personal property. Thus io five 
years there go into barracks some 70 000 bisnkete, 
worth $280,000, ia addition to the 50,000 uow there, 
Why shvuild the soldier, in peace at iceast, be fur- 
nished new biankets as a personal property any 
more than a new mattress, pillow or looker? If 
biankets were borne as company property, marked 
and issued as is the rest of similar property, the 
Goveroment would be the gainerio a money way; 
vompapy commanders would be sived labor aad 
the soldier would be just as comfortable, 

Were euch plan adopted, the necessary money in- 
orease over present allowaove for man in tirst en- 
hatment would be but from ¢4 to $8, depending on 
climate, This increase, howover, as before stated, 
would be in money figures simply—oot in fact. 
Whatever may be the clothing structure as to de- 
tails, let if be based on tne solid foundation that 
uoless through bis own fault the pay of the recruit 
may not be stopped on account of clothing. [f 
there be doubt as to the effeut of clothing stoppages 
at the end of six months’ recruit service, it is avery 
simple matter to flad out regardiog it. Waar tne 
soldier’s feelings iu the matter may bs are probably 
not koown to thore oot in immMediave toucn with 
him. Go to the soldier and ask bin. 

COMPANY OFFiceR, 
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WRECK OF THE KEARSARGE. 


Tue welcome news that the officers and men of 
the wrecked U.8.S. Kearsarge bad been rescued 
from Roncador reet by the steamer City of 
Para was received on Monday last to the great re- 
lief of many anxious ones. The Para was chartered 
by the Government to effect a rescue, and tele- 
graphed from Colon Feb. 12. where the castaways 
bad just arrived safely in good health. Only one life 
was reported lost, a colored coal beaver, A. Robbins, 
who was drowned while wading from a reef to the 
shore. 

Additional factein relation to the wreck of the 
Kearsarge clearly indicate the admirable discipline 
and presence of mind which prevailed from begin 
ning to end. At the time the vessel struck there was 
little or no excitement. The officers were cool and 
collected, and the crew obedient aM in ex- 
ecuting orders. The sails were furl and every- 
thing was done to work the ship off the reef, the 
engines backing hard and the crew shifting from 
side to side to roll the ship and assist her in getting 
clear. 

The seas broke over her deck, straining the vessel 
badly, but she made very little water, and the 
pumps were able to keep down al) that came in un- 
til the vessel worked higher up the reef, and be- 
came so strained and twisted the stream connections 
gave way. Fires were hauled and signals of distress 
sent up at intervals. 
and worked at the pumps. singing and joking. The 
carpenter’s gang maderafts out of spars, ladders 
and gratings, and other members ot the crew got to- 
gether provisions and water boats ready for use. 

At daylight the gig was safely worked over the 
reef intosmooth water with an 800-pound anchor 
aboard, and a warping line wasrun from the star- 
board fore chains to the anchor, and other boats 
were then hauled inside the breaker line and the 
crew disembarked, the marines being the firat to 
land and mount guard. The men generally left the 


ship in their underclothing. The life raft 
or catamaran it is said proved to be of 
inestimable value in landing the crew. 


It was loosely attached to the warping line by a 
traveller, and was hauled back and forth by light 
lines between the ship aud emooth water. 

By 3.30 p. M. all had quitted tne ship, the last man 
to leave being Comdr. Heyerman. A partial shelter 
was improvised out of driftwood and boatsails. All 
bands were put on a short allowance of provisions, 
with one pint of drinking wateraday. There were 
large quantities of the sea fowl known as the booby 
on theisland,and many of them were captured 
and made soup of. By digging in the sand, a suffi- 
cient supply of drinkable water was discovered. It 
was bard and unpalatable, but it would sustain life. 
Booby soup was made and served tothe men to help 
out the short rations. 

Although the sea was very rough and dangerous, 
a working party was hauled out to the ship in one 
of the boate, and more provisions and more canvas 
were brought ashore. Immediately after getting all 
hands ashore the sailing launch was supplied with 
water and provisions for 10 days, and sent out in 
cbarge of Lt. Brainard as related heretofore. The 
men left bebind showed great enthusiasm in spite 
of the discouraging outlook and took up camp life 
quite readily. Strict discipline was maintained und 
“as nearly as practicable ship’s routine was carried 
out. From i1lto 3o0'’clock inthe daytime the men 
were kept under sbelter from the scorching sun as 
much as possible. The remainder of the day they 
were engaged in putting up shelter and in catching 
fish, crabs and boobies, patching up boats, etc. Much 
humor was shown in the embellishment of this tem - 
pererz shelter, and there many peculiar structures. 

be mer suffered extremely from the hot sup, anu 
the shelter was taken advantage of by watches, 
The intense heat became so unbearable that it was 
almost decided upon to make an attempt to reach 
Old Providence the very day the City of Para bove 
in sighton the morning of Feb. 10. Naturally the 
greatest enthusiasm prevailed upon the arrival of 
this vessel, and the sea being smooth no time was 
lost in unbarking on her. All personal effects and 
nearly all clothing was lost. The ship’s money was 
eaved. Cadet Stilt and eight men were taken on at 
Old Providence. 

When the Para arrived at Colon the Americans 
there showed the men many kindnesses. No sick 
ness was reported. Tbe City of Para left Colon Feb. 
14, and is due in New York feb, 21. On Feb. 12.Sec- 
retary Herbort received the foliowing cablegram : 

COLON, Feb. 12, '94.—Secretary Navy, Wasbineton.—Ar- 
rived, Shail we proceed to New York by Para, 14 ? 

STANTON, 

The Secretary sent the following in reply : 

WASHINGTON, Feb, 12.—STANTON, Colon.—Congratula- 
tions. Proceed with crew to New York by Para. 

HERBERT, 

The British Consul at Colon, it is reported, told 
Lieut. Brainard that he would send a man-ot-war 
from Jamaica to rescue the American sailors, but 
the lieutenant declined the offer, he being fully con- 
fident at thattime tbat the Cityof Para would 
start in gocd season. The Kearsarge, is reported to 
be a total loss.

FOOTBALL IN JAPAN, 


YOKOHAMA, JAPAN, Jan 25 1894. 


ENCLOSED is an account of tbe first game of Ameri- 
can teotball ever played in the East. The Balti- 
more eleven was composed of her officers only. 
Fewel, on the Fleet side, was also a naval cadet of 
the Baltimore Thetwo civilians were McNair and 
Tilden. There was considerable excitement among 
the English footballers, but you will observe they 
are not educated up to the greatest of football 
games. It may be ihe means of introducing the 
game out here as we will doubtless have other 
games and later with residents. The account re- 
ferred to is as follows: 


We cannot witb any degree of honesty say that footbal! 
as played under American rules, appeals to our sense of 
sport. From a spectator’s point of view it is the du lest 
game we bave ever watched. It consist of coutinual scrim- 
mages and “ piles up ” of the teams one upon the other. In- 
deed, in the match played on Tuesday afternoon between a 
teem trom the U.S.S8. Baltimore anda team from the U.S.8, 
Marion and Lancaster, assisted by two residents, we only 
saw tbe ball kicked a aczen times, For the greater portion 
of the game it Jay under the“ pile.” Two very good sprints 
were certainly made, but tois comprised ali the excitement 
vouchbsafed to lookers on. In justice to the players it must 
be said that all were out of practice, and this makes the 
passing of the winning team ail the more praiseworthy. To 
use the words of the umpire, the match was “a very good 
*scrub* zame, considering the want of practice.” This to 
ibe initiated will convey more than any explanation we 
can give ; to us one portion «f the phrase is a trifle incom- 
prehensivbie. The Baltimore's team seemed to naye the best 
of the scrimmages aii througb, though Ensign Franklin 
was a veritable tower of strength for his side, stopping and 
tackling splendidly. The score at the end of the game stood: 
Baltimore, 1 goal (2), 3 touchdowns (12-4 each), and 1 safety 
(2)—16 to none. During the first baif, Cadet Fewell was 
hurt on the ankle and shin and bad to retire, his place be- 
ing taken for the rest of the olay by Elliott. The teams 
were composed as follows: Baltimore, Ward (captain) full- 
back; Campbell, right halt back: Long, left baif back; 
Deniz, quarter back; Bissett, centre; Heywood, right 
guard: Sypner, right tackle; Macfarlane, right end ; Price, 
lett guard; Holsinger, lett tackle.

THE OLD THIRD INFANTRY. 


I7 is the Suaday Globe, of St. Paul, Minn., to whicti 
credit should be given for the article on the 3d U.S. 
Infantry recently referred to here. The article, 
which appetred in the Globe of D2cember 17, 1893, 
contained portraits of Col. E. “. Mason and former 
officers of the 34. including Zachary Taylor, An- 
thony Wayne, George Crook, D»n Carlos Buell, 
George Sykes, C. F. Smith, FE. A. Hitehcock, Mat- 
thew Arbuckle, 8S. W. Kearney snd ‘John Brooke. 
Concerning the regiment the Globe says: “The 
soldiers of this fegiment left their blood on almost 
every important field in the war of i812; they Were 
with Jackson at New Orleans aod with Mad Aud- 
thonv Waynein his Ohio campaign. hey were id 
the Black Hawk and Seminole wars, won glory in 
every important engagement in Mexico, retreated— 
but in order and ade a straggler—from the 
disastrous field at Bull Run. They were at Appo- 
mattox when Lee surrendered. Its flag tells the 
story of its engagements during the war. Legion, 
almost, have been its collisions with the Indians— 
with Creeks, Navajos, Apaches. Modocs, Sioux—and 
it was with Howard in his 2,000-mile chase after 
Joseph’s Nez Perces, winning glory and astar for 
Gen. Miles, who caught the Indiafs on the fly. 
Humiliated by their general commanding in the 
Southwest in 1861, they marched out of Texas with- 
out arms, but not without honor. Bernard Bee, 
who shared their glory in Mexico and contributed 
toward it, fell, mortally wounded, a confederate 
general, at first Bull Run, fighting against his old 
regiment, and with him was Bushrod Johnson, who 
resigned under charges in Mexico. D. 8. Miles, 
once their lieutenant colonel, made one of the 
most disgraceful surrenders everv credited to any 
soldier, at Maryland Heigbts in 1862, and was killed 
by the accidental discharge of a shell before he had 
reaped the reward of his treachery, if such it was, 
or suffered from the deep and damning disgrace 
which would have resulted from his cowardice if 
he did not betray. Johns was dropped because he 
absconded himself, and joined the Confederate 
Army, and two or three officers resigned rather 
than contend against their states, Aside from 
these no officer connected with the regiment has 
been noted for any but the highest qualities, all 
have proven true champions of their country’s 
caus>.”’

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Muca disappointment was being expressed on 
board the Petrel at the date of the last mai) from 
China over the prospect, which has since become a 
certainty, of her being ordered to the Bering Sea 
for the summer campaign. 

THE condition of the Philadelphia, now at Hono- 
lulu, is said to be far from satisiactory in the event 
ofany lengthy steaming being required, for the ma- 
rine growths at Honolulu bave increased 80 rapidly 
that it is feared an early docking is the only 
remedy. 

Tue work of refitting the Alert for the sea is mak 
ing good progress at the Mare Island Navy Yard, 
and assoon as the new boilers ordered are installea 
she will be fitted to join the Bering Sea equadron 
without delay. Two new boilers are being placed 
in position, and as soon asthe proper connections 
can be made the work will progress much faster. 

It is hkely that Admiral Walker wil] recommend 
considerable modification in the number of forms to 
be employed by the Inspection Board, ot which he 
is the president. It is said that be regards the num- 
ber at present in use as altogether too large, and 
containing too detailed information for the pur- 
poses of the Navy Department. 

THE records of the Court of lnquiry in the case of 
First Lieut. T. Glover Fillette, U.S. Marine Corps, 
have been received and acted upon by Secretary 
Herbert. The Court was ordered to investigate 
charges against Lieut. Fillette. who was on duty at 
the Portsmouth, N. H., Navy Yara. The recommen- 
dations of the Court are not made public. Secre- 
tary Herbert has directed further investigation of 
the conduct of this officer, and bas ordered a medi- 
cal board to inquire into his sanity. This board met 
at Portsmouth this week with Medical Director C. 
J. Cleborne, as president, and Surgeon G. P. Brad- 
ley and Surgeon M. H. Simons, members. During 
the closing months of the Harrison Administration 
Lieut. Fillette was court-martialled at the Washing- 
ton Navy Yard for failing to pay his debts and 
scandalous conduct, aud was seatenced to dismissal 
from the service. Secretary Tracy, however, sus- 
pended action for one year during good behavior, 
on condition tbat the debts be paid, and that Lieut. 
Fillette conduct bimself as becoming an officer.

We learn from the Barbadoes Herald that while 
the Russian cruiser General Admiral was lying at 
Barbadoes, a seaman deserted from her. He was ap - 
prehended, conveyed on board, and was sentenced 
to death. The ship left Barbadoes on the 21 inst. for 
Trinidad, and it is thought that the unfortunate 
sailor was executed on the high seas. 

THE work of preparing the historic flagship’ Hart- 
ford for sea service will be very much delayed, The 
funds at the disposal of the Department are limited, 
and it will be necessary, it is said, to delay the con- 
struction work from time to time as the condition 
of funds demands economy. Congress, while per- 
mitting the work to be done, allotted no money for 
the purpose. 

A CABLE from Rio Janeiro, Brazil, announces that 
a launch from the U. 8.8. Newark while returning 
to that vessel from the yellow fever hospital had 
three shots fired at her by the insurgent steamer 
Marte ou February 13. The shots did no damage, 
aod ic is said were fired by mistake, the captain of 
the Marte saving he did not know the launch be- 
longed toa U.S. man-of-war or to any American 
ship. Perhaps he should be given the benefit of 
the doubt. 

Two valuable tables have been recently compiled 
at the Naval Bureau of Steam Kngineering.one being 
accurate data of all the ships of the new Navy, ir- 
cluding full performance information, and showing 
ata glance what any ship has done with all the 
functions of the performance required for intelli- 
gent discussion of the results. The other table isa 
complete setting forth of the data relating to the 
propellers of each ship of the Navy, giving the 
functions in particular detail. Taken together there 
= are of great value and will be widely sought 
after. 

THE examination of the Chicago which was held 
during her recent docking at Genoa, developed the 
fact that her under- water condition is considerably 
better than wae feared, and itis not unlikely that 
the ship will remain on the station severa! months 
longer than was anticipated when ehe left the 
United States. The machinery repairs bave been 
cow pleted, and in some respects the Chicago ie in 
better condition for cruising tban for a iong time, 
and it ia believed that Admiral Erben will uot come 
home until he is retired. 

SECRETARY HerBeErt is considering the question 
as to who owns the scrap nickel steel which accumu- 
lates in the manufacture of armor plates and ap- 
purtenances for the Navy from muterial belonging 
to the Government. Tbe Government claims that 
in the manufactureof armor eitber the scrap should 
be employed or credit for its money value should 
be allowed. On the other hand, the armor manu- 
facturers claim that they cannot use the scrap steel 
without going to considerable extra expense, and 
that they should not be required to do so without a 
fair compensation. The Carnegies now have on 
band about 2,000 tons of scrap steel and the Bethle- 
hem Company bas about 2,200 tone, and nickel steel 
costs the Government about $500 a ton. 

THe total warship tonnage launched by each of 
the more active naval powers in 1893 was—France 
52,188; Uni'ed States, 40,050; Great Britain, 28,920; 
Russia, 17,326. The list of war-sbips exclusive of 
torpedo-boats, launched during the year for the 
various American Navies, with their tonnage and 
estimated speed, were as follows: United States, 
firat class bacttleships— indiana, Massachusetts, and 
Oregon, each 10,200 tons, 16.2 knots; ram cruiser, 
Katahdin, 2,183 tons, 17 kuote; protected cruiser, 
Minneapolis, 7,850 tons, 21 knote; Argentine Re- 
publi: gun- vessel, Patria, 1,183 tons, 18 knots: Braz! 
(purchased from Schichav. Elbing): Five torpedo- 
boat destroyers, 120 tons, 26 knots; Chili: Protected 
cruiser, Blanco Encalada, 4 400 rons, 23 knote; Hayti: 
Gun. boats, Alexandre Petion, Capots la Mort, each 
2,600 tone, 14 knots. 

Tue Naval civil engineers are after a chiefship of 
a bureau in the Navy Department. The position is 
now occupied by Commo. N. H. Farquhar, and the 
bureau is that of Yards and Docke, an important 
branch of the department, now that the Govern 
ment is building large docks and equipping the 
Navy Yards with electric plants. The civil engi- 
neers, through two members of their Corps, U. 8. 
G. White, and F. O. Maxson, both stationed on the 
Pacific Coast, have petitioned the President to ap- 
point from the corps of engineers to Capt. Far- 

ubar’s place, which becomes vacant in Marcb. 
Tey say, “The duties relate exclusively to the pub- 
lic works of the Navy, and are inthe line of civil 
engineering and building construction. It is neces- 
sary to the most intelligent, efficient and economi- 
cal administration that the construction, mainte- 
panoce and management of these public works which 
at the present time represent a first cost of about 
fifty millions should be reposed in the hands of a 
skillful and experienced civil engineer.” It is 
pointed out that such an appointment is in the line 
of the practice of other countries, and is followed 
out in other technical bureaus, such as that of engi- 
neering and construction and medicine and surgery. 
Civil engineers in the Navy became eligible to ap- 
pointment in 1881, when relative rank was con- 
ferred unon them and their etatus as Naval officers 
fully established. There are ten civil engineers. 
The senior officer is Peter C. Asserson,on duty at 
New York.

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CONGRESS AND 1HE SERVICES. 


CONGRESS 1s moving very slowly in matters relat- 
ing to the Army and Navy, and there is little pros- 
pect of much favorable legislation for either Service 
during the present session. About the only meas- 
ure for the passage of which there seems to be 
much hope is the bill to repeal the unpopular law 
which probibits soldiers from re-enlisting after ten 
years of service. The Committees on Military Af- 
fairs of both the Senate and the House of Repre- 
sentatives appreciate the fact that a serious mis- 
take was made in passing this law, and they are 
apxious to secure its repeal at the earliest practical 
moment, so as to give the Army the benefit of the 
continuous service of some of the best men in its 
ranks who would have to drop out upon the expir- 
ation of their present enlistments if the law should 
remain in force. It is the belief of some of the 
members ot the committees that the law has al- 
ready done much mischief, and it is proposed to 
stop its operations as soon as possible. 

The Joint Sub Committee on the personnel of the 
Navy, appointed under the Meyer resolution, do 
not seem to be getting along very rapidly. They 
bad hoped to be able to report in time to have their 
proposed measure acted upon during the present 
s¢ssion, but the present outlook is for very slow 
work, and the probability is that if a plan should 
be egreed upon during the present session it would 
not be acted upon before the adjournment. The 
next session will be a short one at which there will 
be great difficulty in getting any special legislation 
through, and it is, therefore, probable that the pre- 
seut Congress will expire without the enactment of 
the reorganization bill. The testimony collected 
and tbe conclusions reiched will be useful to the 
next Congress, however, and thus the work may 
not be entirely lost. 

While there is little reason to hope for any legis 
lation for the improvement of either Service during 
the present session of Congress, there is little prob- 
ability that there will be any laws passed that will 
be detrimental to either. The probability is that 
they will be let alone. The members of the com- 
mittees are iotlined to be rather conservative, as 
was illustrated by the Military Committee on the 
proposition to\reduce the number of officers in some 
of the staff corps. Itis believed that proposition 
has now been definitely abandoned. 

Representative Bailey, of Texas, will come for- 
ward from time to time whenever occasion offers 
with bis proposition to abolish a‘! retired lists, but 
be is not taken seriously in this matter by the 
House, and there is no danger of his securing the 
passage of his bill. He will, however, interpose 
every possible parliamentary obstacle in the way of 
apy increase in tbe retired lists, and he may be able 
to prevent the placing on such lists of some meri- 
torious officers who by reason of resignations from

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Tue Inspector General of the Army in his annual 


report mentions the large amount of candy pur- 
chased by soldiers from the canteen. This would 
appear to show that company commanders ¢o not 
act with proper judgment when they make a saving 
on the sugar ration. Every one wholives on a 
plain fare, as does the soldier, has a craving for 
sweets in some form, and if his craving cannot be 
gratified at the table he has recourse to candy, or 
perhaps tosome form of spirits, as adesirable car- 
bonaceous compound. All the sugar ration to which 
the soldier is entitled should be given him with his 
food, and there are many ways in which this can be 
dove. Nothing that can be purchased for him with 
the proceeds of the sale of his sugar can replace it 
as an agreeable condiment or article of food. The 
restriction of the sugar ration would appear to be a 
clear case of saving at the spigot to waste at the 
bung. 








AN opinion of considerable interest to Chaplains 
of the Army was handed down by the Supreme 
Court of the United States on Monday last. 1t set- 
tles a long-mooted question in regard to the lon. 
gevity pay status of Chaplains (not commissioned) 
appointed under the act of 1,838. It was held by 
the attorney in the case, Mr. Joseph W. Stryker, of 
Washington, that chaplains so appointed held an 
office and rank in the Army, and that such time of 
service is, and was always, computable for longevity 
pay. The claim of James A. M. La Tourette, de- 
ceased, was made the test case, and it was decided 
in favor of his heirs. The Court holds that Obap 
lains appointed by the Council of Administration 
should be considered, according to the understand- 
ing and intention of Congress, as holding the office 
and rank of Chaplain iu the Army, and conse- 
quently as im the military-service, within the mean- 
ing of the longevity pay act. 








Tue War Department this week ordered board s 
of officers to meet at all the important Army posts 
for the examination of candidates for admission.to 
West Point. These examinations will be held be- 
ginning March 1, when it is expected about one 
hundred and seventy-one candidates and alternates 
will appear for the ordeal. The experiment tried 
jast year of having these examinations at ‘different 
points in the country, rather than subjected boys 
to the expense of proceeding to West Point, was so 
successful, that it is stated the system will be made 
permanent. Cadets who came to West Point from 
the far West and who were rejected frequently were 
put to heavy expenses for travelling to and from 
home, and some candidates, it is said, were pre- 
vented from taking the examination on account of 
their lack of funds. The boards will supervise the 
examinations only, but will not examine or pass 
upon the papers. Allof them will be forwarded to 
West Point and there acted upon by the Academic 
Board. The number of candidates appointed 'this 
year is about the average. 








THERE is no truth 1n the statement telegraphed 
from Chicago this week to the effect that orders 
have been issued transferring the 13th Infantry 
from Fort Sheridan to the Pacific Coast. At Army 
headquarters it is stated that no such change has 
been decided upon, and that it is extremely doubt- 
ful if any important transfers of troops will be 
made at all during the coming spring. The idea 
that the 15th Infantry will be given a change of 
base because of the Hedberg incident is scouted. 
Nothing bas yet developed as a result of the in 
spection made by Lieut.-Col. G. H. Burton, In- 
spector General, into the condition of affairs at 
Fort Sheridan. He has made a long written re- 
port, but it has not been submitted to the Secretary 
of War. When he returned from Chicago he made 
a verbal statement to the Se_retary, the nature of 
which has not been made public. The detailed 
written report the Secretary told him to keep 
until such time as he might call for it. As the War 
Department gives no heed to the newspaper criti- 
cism upon the discipline at Fort Sheridan it natu- 
rally reaches conclusions very different from those 
obtained from reading the Chicago papers. 





Tue request of Major Throckmorton of the Ar- 
tillery, to be placed on the retired list under the 
thirty years’ service clause, has been referred to the 





President for actiov. Major Throckmorton is now 
undergoing suspension, and has asked to be re- 
stored to duty and retired. It is understood that he 
has not finally accepted the lucrative position under 
the New York City Governinent, offered to bim, 
and is debarred from accepting it so long as be re- 
mains on the active list of the Army, Major 
Throckmorton’s terms of suspension will not expire 
for another year. He would not ordinavily retir® 
until May 17,1906. All the papers relating to the 
suspension and the request for retirement have 
been sent to the White House at the President's 
direction. There is a difference of opinion as to 
operation in his case of the law prohibiting Army 
officers from accepting civil office, but the decision 
of the War Department in such a case practicall y 
determines it. 








THE Vacancy in the Quartermaster’s Department, 
occasioned by the retirement this week of Lieut.-Col. 
George B. Dandy, will not be filled before the com- 
ing week. Notwithstanding that there are numer- 
ous applicants from civil life for the place it is fully 
the intention of the authorities to make the ap- 
pointment from the Lieutenants of the line of the 
Army. The candidates most prominently men- 
tioned in this connection are Lieuts. C. B. Satter- 
lee, 3d Artillery ; Lieut. John T. French, Jr., 4th 
Artillery, and Lieut. George B. Duncan, 4th Ar 
tillery. 








THE country rejoices with the families and 
friends of the officers and crew of the Kearsarge, 
that the disaster which deprives us of this gallant 
old ship was not attended with any loss of life. It 
is bad but it might have been worse. The officers 
and crew of the Kearsarge are expected in New 
York by another week, and then we shall havea full 
account of the circumstances attending the disas- 
ter, and an official inquiry as to the responsibility 
for the wreck. With all the saving circumstances 
we may still join with Margaret E. Sangster, who 
contributes to Harper's Weekly three stanzas, the 
last of which is this: 

Our pride and hope in the days of yore, 

Lost on the reef of Roncador, 
Where the churned foam breaks on the yellow shingle, 
And the sujlen currents meet and wingle.

She 
was fired at by all the forte, and stood toward and 
anchored near the Tamandare, returning the fire, 
but only occasionally, with her large guns. It was 
a remarkable sight to see this vessel coming in be- 
fore all the forts and batteries, and seemingly with- 
out any injury at all. I hear from agood source 
that sbe was struck twice, but without material in- 
jury. Two men were slightly wounded, sufficiently 
so to require their being sent tothe hospital. As 
near as can be counted, theshbots fired at the Aquid- 
aban aggregated 100, in return to which the Aquid- 
aban fired twenty: five times.”’

In Germany the captain of a battery stationed in 
Berlin recently condemned an artillerist to several 
hours of extra drill daily as a punishment for

The allegation is that 
these memoirs will show Bazaine innocent and re- 
veal a conspiracy of French civilian politicians to 
head off the possibility of a military dictatorship 
suceeeding to power by making a criminal scape- 
goat of Bazaine, thus popularly discrediting all the 
imperial generals and the Army as a whole. The 
story goes that this revelation is so compromising 
to many persons still alive and prominent that Mo- 
Mabon’s widow shrinks from issuing the memoirs 
during her lifetime, but that Baziine’s widow and his 
80D, now an officer in the Spanish Army, are insist- 
ing on its immediate publication. 








It is the misfortune of our officers at Fort Sheri

He 
was usually cpposed to inferior men, and he was 
certainly out-manceuvred on the only occasion 
when his adversary was areal soldier. He was 8 
great military genius; he exhibited the gifts ofa 
true strategist in his campaign in Ireland ; and he 
would have crushed Charlesin a few months had he 
held from the first the place of Essex. As a tactician 
he stood in the foremost rank, deficient as he might 
be in routine. He had pre-eminently the skill to 
which the victories of the seventeenth century were 
mainly due. He always seized the occasion when his 
horsemen could be launched forward with power- 
ful effect, and he always kept a reserve in hand to 
follow up and assure success. His greatest achieve- 
ment as a chief, however, was the organization of 
his renowned army. His capacity in this respect 
was wonderful, and he unquestionably fashioned 
an instrument of war of strength and temper so 
complete and flawless that England had never pos- 


sessed its equal.”

SPEAKING of a parade in San Francisco Jan. 27, in 
which Light Batteries D and F, 5th U.S. Artillery, 
took part, the Pacific Militant says: * ln numbers 
the parade of the Regulars was small but it was not 
a show of quantity, but of quality.

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FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


The Scnate Committee on Pensions on Tuesday 
ordered a favorable report on the bill gravting a 
pension at the rate of thirty dollars per month to 
Julia E. Lock, of Sterling, Va., formerly widow of 
the late Gen. Daniel McCook. 

The House Committee on War Claims has re- 
ported favorably upon the bill introduced by Mr. 
Wadsworth, of New York, to refer to the Court of 
Claims the claim of George J. Campbell, late a first 
Lieutenant in the 8d Cav., for a balance of salary 
alleged to be due him on account of his service in 
the Army of the United States, ‘ 

The House Committee on Military Affairs has or- 
dered favorably reported to the Senate bill author- 
izing the President to nominate Gen. Napoleon Jack 
son Tecumseh Dana, late U. S. A., tothe position of 
A. Q. M. with the rank of Captain, and to place him 
ou the retired list with rank and pay of Oaptain. He 
graduated from the Military Academy in 1838. He 
resigned March 1, 1855, and served as Colonel, 
Brig. General and Major-General during the war, 
resigning his volunteer commission May, 1865. The 
Senate bill appropriating $10,000 tor the relief of 
the owners and crew of the schooner Henry R. Til 
ton, sunk off Sandy Ho’ k by a deflzcted projeetile 
from a gun fired on the Sandy Hook proving ground, 
wasalso reported favorably. The bill appropriating 
$5,000 for the purpose of allowin;; the Secretary of 
War to <xperiment with the Eli Norris gasoline pro- 
jectile was laid on the table. 

The Secretary of the [reasury has transmitted to 
Congress an estimate submitted by the Secretary of 
the Navy for a deficiency of appropriation of $40,- 
000 to be made immediately available to replace 
certain steam engineering stores destreyed by fire 
at the Norfolk Navy Yard on Dec. 6, 1893. 

TheSecretary of the Treasury bas transmitted to 
the House of Representatives deficiency estimates 
for the current fiscal year to the amount of $2,367, 
855.59 to be paid out of the general funds of the 
Treasury, and $1,058,352.52 for the postal service 
to be paid out of the postal revenues. 

Representative Dingley, from the Joint Congres- 
sional Commission on the reform of administrative 
methods in the Government Departments, has re- 
ported to the House a bill that isof special interest 
to Army and Navy officers having charge of Gov 
ernment property, and to disbursing officers of the 
Government generally. The bill proposes to discon 
tinue the examination by the Auditors of the 
Treasury of such returns for property as are now 
forwarded to them, and its effect will be to greatly 
expedite the settlement of all these property ac 
counts. The report accompanying the bill says in 
part: ‘‘There is much confusion in the laws end reg- 
ulations governing the returns for property, aud 
there is necessity for some modification and simpli- 
fication thereof.” 

It is estimated that this change will result ina 
saving of maby months in the settlement of certain 
classes of accounts, and will save $15,000 per year 
to the Government in the expease of auditing ac 
counts. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs finally 
disposed of the controversy over the appointment 
of Cadet Benjamin L. Brockway, of Sumner County, 
Alabama, to the Naval Academy. Brockway was 
appointed by the Secretary of the Navy as a cadet 
for the Fifth Congressional District of South Oaro- 
lina, oun account of the failure of Representative 
Strait, of that district to recommend a candidate. 
Mr. Strait, in calling the attention of the House to 
the matter, said he bad not received notice of the 
vacancy. The files of the Department showed that 
he bad been notified and that the Secretary, fol- 
lowing a well-established precedent, had appointed 
Brockway to fill the vacancy. The Committee has 
reported a joint resolution providing for the ap: 
pointment of another cadet from the Fifth South 
Ca: olina District and a bill providing that hereaf- 
ter all appointment to fill such vacancies must be 
made from residents of the dist:ict for which the 
vacancy occurs. The Committee quote sections 
1518, 1514 and 1517, and say: 

These laws must be construed together. It was 
evidently the intention of the law to have every 
Copgr: ssioral disirict in the United States repre- 
sented at the U,S. Naval Acodemy. The policy is 
sound and obvious. The intention of the law is not 
to give a place to the representative but to his dis 
trict; otherwise hia choice would pot be restricted 
to bis district. Ifthe Representative fails to nom- 
inate by the time named then the Secrerary is au- 
thorized to appoint. Why? That the district may 
not be unrepresented in the Naval Academy. What 
is the Secretary to fill by appointment? The va- 
capcy )+ft unfilled by the failure of the Representa- 
tive. The Secretary is authorized to do only what 
the Representative could bave done, to wit: Name 
a@ cadet who is an actnal resieent of the district in 
which there is a vacancy.” An appointment from 
Alabama does pot filla vacancy from South Caro- 
lina; the vacancy still existe. The Secretary is no- 
where authorized to make any appointment at 
large; be can only appoint from a district upon 
failure of the Representative. If the Secretary is 
not by the Jaw confined to the district in his ap- 
pointments the number at large would be greater 
than ten, in violation of law. The Secretary of the 
Navy, in the appointment of Brockway, has fol- 
lowed what seems to be the uniform precedent. 
How, during all these years, successive Secretaries 
sbould have misconstrued the plain meaning of the 
law is net readily understood by your committee; 
and, that the practice may go no fuather, your com- 
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mittee recommends the accompanying bill, amen- 
datory of section 1514. 

THE vacant chairmanship of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs bas not yet been filled. The 
candidates for the place are Senators Palmer and 
Bate, and quite a lively contest is looked for in the 
Democratic contest.

CHANGES IN NAVAL COMMANDS. 


A LIVELY interest is taken just now by Naval offi- 
eers in prospective changes in Naval commands 
whicb are believed will follow this spring and early 
summer. Most of them are brought about by the 
expiration of the usual tour of service given com- 
manders of vessels, but some important commands 
of Naval stations are also looked for in June next. 
Capt. Phythian will bave served four years at An- 
napolis, and according to Naval usage will be enti- 
tled to a sea service. .omdr. Goodrich, of the 
Concord, is suggested to succeed him, and Cant. Me 
Nair, Comr. P. F. Harrington, Capt. H. F. Picking 
are also favorably spoken of. Admiral John G. 
Walker, whose pame has been mentioned, is be- 
lieved to be content with his present duties as Pres 
ident of the Inspection Board. Commo. Lester A. 
Beardalee, who bas just reached bis present grade, 
is satisfied toremain in command of the Port Roya! 
Sration for the presvunt, and it is said he will not be 
relieved until some vacancy at sea turns up to 
which he can be assigned. The only one in prospect 
ia the command of the European Station, upon 
Commo. Erben’sretirement next summer. Commo. 
Oo. C. Carpenter, is too availab'e for sea duty, and is 
entitled, like Comme. Beardslee, to boist his flag. 
Carpenter, however, retires before Beardslee, 
and this fact may have some weight in 
making selection for the Euronean station. It is 
generally admitted that with Erben's retirement 
the station will not be disbanded, but will continue 
to exist if with even but oneship. With Admiral 
Fy ffe’s retirement this summer there wiil bea de- 
sirable vacancy for some officer of high rank in the 
commandantship of the tsoston Navy Yard. An 
otber station of pearly €qual importance is that of 
the Naval Training Station, Newport, now held by 
Capt. Bunce, who will undoubtedly be relieved also 
soon. Still further comes the vacancy at League 
Island caused by the assignment of Commo. Kirk- 
jiand to the command of the Pacific Station as 
Admiral Irwin’s successor. Aside from these im- 
portant positions to be filled and providing duty for 
the officers vacating them, there will beauumber of 
changes in commands of ships now on foreign ser 
vice which the Secretary basin view. With the re- 
turn of the New York, Capt. John W. Pailip, it is 
understood, is to be detacked and given duty on 
shore. His successor bas not yet been considered. 
The return of the San Francisco wil also result ip 
the detachment of Capt. John Crittenden Watzon, 
whose term is nearly up. Capt. Albert S. Barker, 
of the Philadelphia, will end his two years in ber 
command iv Juue, and wil! then also be relieved. 
Capt. Bridgman, of tke Baltimore, will probably 
be ordered home this summer and another captain 
assigned to hia place. 

Only one Bureau cbief’s term expires in the next 
few months, tbat of Capt. N. H. Farqubar, whose 
four years’ term concludes March 6. ‘There is said 
to be quite a number of applicants already for the 
position.

Ip 
your issue of Feb. 3 you esy that Mr. Curtis, of the 
House Military Committee has made a favorable 
report on the bill H, R. 5447 regulating enlistment 
in the Army, and on bebaif of a great maj>rity o 
the stewards, who bave written me on the subject, 
‘desire that you will kindly inform us, through 
your columne, whether, if this b'll becomes a law, 
regulating the term of enlistment for three veare 
General Sternberg will do away with that most un. 
just enactment requiring bospital stewavds to pass 
an examination before being again allowed to re. 
enlist. From the exoressions that I have heard on 
this subject, not only from my own colleagues, but 
from medical officers as well, opinion is unanimous 
that these examinations should be done away with, 
Surely if a man bas served ten years as a hospital 
steward, giving entire satisfaction to bis superiors 
in every way, itshould be sufficient to show that he 
is quite capable of continuing in tbe st.me position, 
witbout being put tothe trouble and wental anx. 
ierv tbat thisenactment creates. Non-commissioned 
staff officers of otber grades bave not to go through 
this ordeal. When once they have passed their first 
examination they know that their position is tena. 
ble until retirement, provided of course that they 
bebave themselves, and why should we not be 
granted the same privilege? A man who bas served 
for nearly fifteen years as a steward, wirh a wife 
and family to support, and who bopes to remain in 
the Army all bis life, sbou'd not be placed in this 
urcertain position, because aman who has served 
this long, and whois getting alongin years, is not 
fit to compete with civiliansin more wavs than one, 
You, Mr. Elitor, who area firm friend of the en- 
listed men, knowing as you do whetber our services 
are worthy or not, will, | am certain, do your best 
to enlighten us on this subject, even if you have to 
speak to the Surgeon General bimeelf, and it is in 
this hope, and. as I said before, at the request of a 
great number of the stewarde, that I write this let- 
ter asking for your views in the matter.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The Figaro says thata retired French raval offi- 
cer bas invented a rifle that is capable of firing two 
sinds of explosive bullets. These bullets have im- 
mepse power of penetration, and one hundred of 
them weigh only 1,200 grammes. 


LIEUTENANT J. D. GREEN, of the 234 Infantry, is 
the inventor of a movable target, which he hassub- 
pitted to the Ordnance Bureau of the Army for 
consideration. The target is placed between two 
putts, and is mioved gradually from one side to the 
other. Its object is to afford practice to men with 
smal! arms to firing at a movable object. The inven- 
tion is well thought of by some officers. 





AMONG ordnance experts throughout the world 
the experiments to be msde with nickel steel for 
guns is being watched witb the intensest interest, 
for it is the most important departure in gun manu- 
facture of modern times. Judging from all the 
tests so far made it is believed that the new nickel 
guo will exceed in perforaiunce all tbat the most 
sanguine advocates of the system have claimed, 
placing the United States once more in the fore- 
front of heavy ordnance builders. 


Tue test of the 13 inch rifle which was expected 
to tske place this week bas been postponed until 
tbe first of March on account of the inability of the 
railroad tracks in the Wasebington Navy Yard to 
bear the zreat weight of the monster piece of ord- 
nance. The tracks leading from the landing at the 
{odiav Head Proving Station to the site where the 
wuo will b3 placed when tested wi'l also be 
strenetbeved to sustain the weight. The especial 
brand of smokeless powder which will be used by 
tbegup bas been delivered. All arrangements for 
the trial are expected to be complete the latter part 
os tbe MODtb, when the trial of the first gun of this 
calibre constructed for the Navy will bave its 
trial. The tenth of these guns was successfully 
jacketed atthe ordnance shops, Washington, last 
aturday. Six are now assembied and ready for 
esting. 





THE Ordnance Department of the Navy bas or 
dered tep thousand rounds of different brands o 
smokelese powder to be used ip testing the barrel 
attbe proving station, Indian Head, for the new 
emai! arms. Several of these barrels have been 
ou pleted, and some of them baye been given pres- 
ure guage tests at Newport, and others sent to In- 
dian Head, wbtre they will be subjected to severe 
rials to determine what variety of barrel sball be 
dopted for the service. At the Newport tests the 
barrels bave been charged with from 33 to 35 grains 
ofpuwder, and at the next test at indian Head 
more triale will be given to decide what charge 
ball be used for the new gun. The barrel, manu- 
fectured of part Nickel and part steel), so far has 
shown satisfactory results, but further tests will 
bave 'o be made to decide whether it or the plain 
‘eel barrels are best for the powder for the small 
rm. 


The second test of an 1144 ich curved plate, 
epresenting armor for the Monadnock, was en 
irely successful and assures the acceptance of the 
ulire lot. An eight inch gun of 30 calibre waa used 
o attack the plate, firing a Carpenter prc jectile. 
be dimensions of the plate were, length un the 
urve, 19 feet 3inches; width. 5 feet 2 inches; thick- 
bess, 112¢ inches, weigbing 19.8 tons; the distance 
fthe gun from the object being 320 feet. At the 
iret shot, the powder charge weighed 724 pounds, 
be striking velocity being 1,534 feet seconde, the 
vergy 4,083 tons, the angle of tire 9 degrees, with 
be pormal point of impact. Theshot penetrated 
27 inches, breaking up and scattering badly, the 
wge being 28 inches and the interior of bole 
mootb. In the second shot the powder charge was 
ncreased to 981¢ pounds, the velocity 1786 feet 
conde, and the striking velocity to 5,535 tons. The 
bene'ration was 24 inches through plate and bac k- 
ng.

mer. Active preparations are also in “progress for 
the issue of the new emokeless powder cartridges 
simuitaneously with the guns. The first delivery 
of the tep thousand pounds of American smokeless 
powder, for which contracts were recently made, 
bas arrived at the Frankfort Arsenal and is now 
being made up into cartridges. This powder is from 
the California works. No deliveries bave yet been 
make by the Leonard people under their contract.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


DICTATING TO THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIBP. 


Ir is amusire to read that the five disbanded com- 
panies of the 69'h Regt. ot New York have decided 
to present an ultimatum to the Communier-io- 
Chief to the effect that the entire five disbanded 
companies must be reinstated or else none of them 
willreturn. This is more amusing when the fact 
is considered that none of these companies have 
been asked to re-enlist, and they are simply refus- 
ing an offer that bas never been made tothem. It 
would be most unwise to allow these companies to 
re-enter the Guard, and the military authorities 
are fully aware of this. We remarked in a previous 
issue that these companies are in control of the 
late officers of the regiment, and for this reason 
alone should not be admitted. Their efforts to dic- 
tate to superior authority and their insubordinate 
conduct bears testimony to tbe wisdom of disband- 
ment, and the folly of any serious consideration 
concerning their admittance again as companies. 
It can Le further raid that certain of the maicon- 
tents among the officers rendered supernumer- 
ary are now using their iofluence to cause discon- 
tent among the companies of the battaliun, but it 
is pet thought they will meet with much success, 
aod these malcontents in question are only demon- 
strating further their utter worthlessness for any 
military service. If the companies of the battalion 
desire to maintain the reputation of the Sixty- 
nioth, they will avoid all influence from the late 
mer bers of the regiment, otherwise they will bring 
disgrace on themeelves as soldiers, which will 
eventually result in their being disbanded, 





WAR RECORD3 OF NEW YORK. 


Abst. Gen. Porter, of New York, has prepared 
& statement relative to the progress madein copy- 
ing the muster rolls of men who served in New 
York regiments during the rebellion and other facts 
io convection with the preparation of the import- 
ant history of New Yorkin the Warof the R-bel- 
lion. Krom 1870 to 1874 there were no appropria- 
tions made for copying the muster rollein the Ad- 
jutant General’s offica. From 1875 to 1830 $40,000 
was anpropriated, all of which bas been expended 
but $16 For copying rolls and records on file in the 
War Department not found in the A. G. O., of New 
York, an aggregate of $30.000 was appropriated dur- 
ing the years 1884, 1887 and 1889, the State paying for 
the extra services of the department clerks, and the 
work was continued until October, 1891, when the 
War Department discontinued it and refused to 
make any otber or further arrangements. Of these 
appropriations $22,969.36 was expended for obtaia- 
ing missing records. [n 1893 $25,000 was approoria- 
ted for completing the records of organizations, of- 
ficers and enlisted men, and to acquirerthe copy- 
right plates and 800 copies of the work of New York 
in the War of the Rebellion, and #72,450 97 bas been 
expended the far in completing the New York 
records, and $250,000 is required io ali, covering as 
the complete record most 500,000 enlistments. Gen. 
Porter says: “Tais isa work which requires time 
and patience, and, if not dove, the State wil be, in 
course of time, without records of the War of the 
Rebellion, as it is now of former wars of the Uaited 
States in which New York volunteers took part, be- 
r'inoing with the Revolution. Tae work done from 
1870 to 188L has not contributed anything toward 
tone work now in hand, for that was purely making 
copies of muster out rolls which were on file, but 
had this not been done, the original muster out rolis 
copied then would now be unserviceable."’ Onio's 
record cost $170,060 for 313 000 enlistments, and Penn- 
sylvavia bas expended $125 000 in compiling and 
printing a work similar to ‘New York in the ¥ar."’ 
Most of the Northern States have prepared, or are 
preparing similar works. 





PRACTICE IN AIMING DRILL, 


AN exceedingly interesting occurrence was the 
revival of the long: discussed aiming drill in the ar- 
mory of the 34 Regiment, N.G.N. J., last Friday 
evening. After a brief exhibition drill, which was 
reviewed by Lieut.-Col. Holmes and Major J. C. 
Sbailer, Capt. Charlies W. Irwin, Regimental In- 
spector of R fie Practice, addressed the members of 
Co. E on the essential importance of a thorough and 
practical knowledge of the accurate use of the 
sights in shooting, and the easily recurring errors 
in an un-upiform use of the sights. He demon- 
strated the fact in a manner that to the soldier 
proved to be a fascinating trial of skill and a seduce 
tive sport combined. 

A rest to hold the rifle perfectly solid, entirely in- 
dependent of the aimer, was produced. Ata given 
distance a sheet of white paper was fastened. A 
diso three inches square, in the centre of which was 
a balf-inch bulli's-eye, baving a very winute hole in 
the centre, was slowly moved into position, regu- 
lated by the aimer, who in any position he cared to 
assume, was sighting therifie. When he considered 
his aim on the buill’s-eye accurate, be exclaimed 
**mark.” The instructor, with a fine lead pencil, 
marked the position on the paper. Tuis was dune 
three consecutive times, between each test the aimer 
rising. Great eagerness to know the result was 
manifested, for according tothe triangle formed, 
the errors ip sighting were explained and corrected.

The great bulk of the enlisted force of the Army 
goes back permanently tocivil life, orseeksa char g 
of location upon discbarge. Those who remain f r 
a second enlistment possess Much the same qualities 
of discipline and subordination throughout the 
Service everywhere. The new men who come in to 
take the places of those lost by the various casual- 
ties of the Service, are subjected to about the sawe 
cbaracter of treatment and education in every com- 
pany, troop, and battery, in the Army, and with rare 
exceptions soon take on the same general desirable 
qualities of the soldier in whatever organization or 
locality their lot may bave been cast.
